School Supt. advises Board the 


district must eliminate huge Z gap ae e

“This is an uncomfortable conversation,” 
School Supt. Michael Van Tassel told 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education in the middle of a lengthy 
presentation on a severe district problem at 
a special meeting Aug.17. 

He explained the “Z Score,” the large 
gap between the top 30% and bottom 30% 
of student scores at two schools — Tyler 
Elementary and McBride Middle School. 
That gap led to the state naming the two 
schools “Focus Schools” several years 
ago. 

Three people in the audience listened to 
this presentation. Trustee Kevin English 
was absent from the board. The meeting 
was not recorded for cable TV. 

Supt. Van Tassel said he was spending 
this time explaining to make sure the board 
understands that, “At the end of the day, if 
we don’t address the gap and the scores ... 
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we’re going to be in a great deal of hurt.. 

“We have a problem in the Van Buren 
Public Schools,” he went on. “We don’t 
want to dummy down the top. We’ve got to 
bring up the bottom.” 

He said it is being done in other districts 
that have been “at it longer.” He referred 
to the “severity of where we are in two or 
three of the schools.” 

“Saline doesn’t have the diverse 
population like we do,” said board vice 
president Martha Toth, obviously referring 
to a district that is doing it better. 

Trustee Alison Bennett, a part-time 
English instructor at Schoolcraft College 
in Livonia, said two thirds of the students 
admitted to the college cannot read at 
a college level and some don’t make it 
through and come out owing a great deal 
of money with “nothing out of it.” 

Trustee Kelly Owen asked when would 
the board know when the gap is decreasing

VBT Police Officer Carrie Traster sues VBT, VBT PD, 2 others

Van Buren Township traffic cop Carrie 
Traster, who has been with the department 
for 13 years, filed suit on Aug. 19 naming 
as defendants the township, its police 
department maintenanceemployee Michael 
Burgor, and Robert Allen Daugherty. 

Daugherty is the driver of the car that 
collided with the police cruiser Officer 
Traster was driving on an emergency run, 
with lights and siren going, as it went 
through the Belleville Road-North I-94 
Service Drive intersection. 

The cruiser’s airbags did not deploy and 
Traster suffered a significant head injury 
that still keeps her from work. She currently 
is on workman’s compensation. 

The accident happened at about 11:30 
a.m., Thursday, Sept. 11, 2014, when she 
was responding to assist at a domestic 
dispute at Walmart. 

The law suit said Traster came into the 
intersection, as she was trained, with lights 
and sirens going. She stopped and then 
went forward and stopped again, as trained, 
to make sure all the drivers saw her. 

Then, the law suit said, she proceeded into 
the intersection and a car slammed into her, 
her airbag did not deploy, and she suffered 
significant head injuries. The two people in

the other car did not report any injuries at 
the time of the crash, according to a letter 
to the editor Traster sent to the Independent 
in which she said she was glad the other 
people did not suffer any serious injuries. 
The law suit said that the police vehicle 
she was provided by the township 
was defective because the township’s 


maintenance department had disabled the 
airbag sensor. 

Traster has not been cleared by her 
doctor to return to work and is in ongoing 
treatment. 

The police car Traster was driving had 
previously been driven by another officer, 
who had been supervisor of the traffic team 


and therefore Traster’s supervisor. The 
officer eventually retired and went to work 
for Huron Township. She contacted him 
and found out what had happened with the 
car. 

The lawsuit said the officer saw a flashing 
airbag sensor light in his vehicle and sent it 
to maintenance, who sent it out for repairs. 
The suit says it came back and then the 
light started flashing again. The officer 
complained and sent it back to maintenance. 
The suit alleges Burgor turned off the light, 
disabling the airbag sensor. 

Then the car was returned to use and 
Traster was driving it the morning of the 
crash. 

The personal injury-auto negligence 
law suit — 15-010902-NI — will have a 
status conference on Nov. 18 before Judge 
Edward Ewell, Jr. in Wayne County Third 
Circuit Court in Detroit. 

Representing Traster is Southfield 
attorney Jeffrey A. Danzig. Danzig worked 
18 years at Lopatin, Miller, where he was 
a top litigator with several multi-million 
dollar verdicts in both medical malpractice 
and personal injury claims. He was with 
Ven Johnson and Geoffrey Fieger from 
2002 to 2012, when he was named Partner 
at Fieger. In 2014 he joined Johnson Law. 


VBT command officers all ask to be demoted to patrol officer status

Van Buren Township police officers have 
a demanding and difficult job. Assigned 
to protecting our resources and serving 
our citizens, they have prestige and face 
danger at the same time. A command 
officer has the responsibility of ensuring 
fellow police officers conduct duties in 
the best interest of citizens. They also 
must ensure their officers are adhering 
to organizational policies. Additionally, 
they must communicate departmental 
procedures and ensure officers under their 
command are properly trained in public 
safety. A command officer must always 
have the concerns of fellow officers as a 
top priority and are instrumental in helping 
officers complete their jobs successfully 
and safely. 

As command officers, we take on added 
duties and responsibilities. Some of these 
duties and responsibilities include: 

We provide officers with clear, written 
guidelines on policies and procedures. 
In order to keep officers on the right 


track, we make sure they know what is 
expected of them by providing clear and 
detailed guidance. Command officers are 
responsible for making sure officers follow 
local ordinances and state and federal laws, 
as well. We must assure that all officers 
have access to written codes of law as well 
as internal policy manuals with clear rules. 

Keep organized, detailed records and 
reports. Command officers’ duties can 
vary, depending on the nature of their 
assignment, but some common areas 
supervisors need to document include 
internal investigations and writing reports 
on a variety of topics, including criminal 
cases and policy changes. As a supervisor, 
it is also our duty to make sure officers 
keep accurate, detailed records of their 
investigations and cases. 

Command officers’ train and guide 
officers to help them follow procedures. 
It is important for officers to be aware of 
how to handle all cases and situations that 
manifest during the course of police work. 
We keep officers updated on policy changes 
by distributing written or online memos 
outlining any changes as they occur. 

Command officers coordinate who 


handles which cases and investigations 
and oversee cases to make sure they are 
handled effectively and in accordance 
with the law. As a police supervisor, we 
play a significant role in the department’s 
success, as we assign officers to cases and 
evaluate any problems that may arise as 
cases are handled. Command officers also 
step in and offer guidance and support, or 
warnings and reprimands as needed. 

At some point in their career, most police 
officers aspire to be promoted. To obtain 
these goals they must pass a comprehensive 
written test and oral board examination. 
Only those who have demonstrated their 
abilities through hard work and dedication 
become successful. Officers must achieve 
a minimum of 3 years as a police officer to 
test for the rank of Sergeant, 2 years as a 
Sergeant to test for Lieutenant, and 2 years 
as a Lieutenant to test for Captain. 

Van Buren Township Police Department 
has only been a “true” full time department 
since 2002. The department is relatively 
small and has had staffing levels between 
30 to 40 sworn members. Current members 
within the Command Unit were never 
given an opportunity for promotion until 


2004. It should be noted that the entire 
command unit, prior to 2004, were all 
members of the Patrol Unit and contributed 
to the Patrol/Dispatch pension. It was not 
until after 2004 that these members slowly 
became promoted to either sergeant and/or 
lieutenant that they entered the Command 
Unit. It should also be noted that all 
command officers that were inthe Command 
Unit prior to 2004 have retired and are no 
longer employed with the department and 
are collecting a pension through the MERS 
command pension. The only exceptions to 
this are Greg Laurain who has frozen his 
pension while employed as the Director 
of Public Safety and Frederick Yono and 
Keith Smyth who voluntarily dropped back 
to the Patrol Unit and are now collecting a 
MERS patrol pension. 

For the current command officers, their 
pensions are their life savings. They began 
employment with Van Buren Township 
as a “police officer” and originally 
contributed to the MERS patrol pension. 
They all knew that taking a promotion 
and entering the MERS command pension 
would have some negative ramifications.

LDFA contributes 
$4.5 million, delays 
VBT catastrophe 


At a special meeting on Aug. 18, the 
Van Buren Township Local Development 
Finance Authority voted to contribute 
$4,516,000 to the refinancing of some 
of the Visteon bonds. This move pushes 
VBT’s shortfall on the bonds out a year 
farther than expected — from 2018 now to 
2019, after that April’s bond payment. 

That’s when the LDFA and the township, 
which pledged its full faith and credit 
in paying off the bonds, is responsible 
for paying for the bonds without having 
enough money on hand. 

The Aug. 18 move to contribute the money 
was not something the LDFA wanted to 
do, but advisors said the IRS would look 
askance at them selling tax-exempt bonds 
when so much was in the kitty. 

There were questions about how this 
would affect VBT’s law suit against 
Visteon, since any real damages to the 
township now wouldn’t come until 2019. 

But the IRS rules were clear. Either add 
the money to the refinancing or forget the 
refinancing. Since refinancing is expected 
to save about $1 million or so, the LDFA 
went forward. 

Visteon had requested that VBT’s law 
suit be moved from Bankruptcy Court 
in Delaware to Wayne County and the 
township agreed to have it proceed closer 
to home. We’ll all be watching to see what 
happens next. If Visteon chips in to help 
pay the bonds, VBT taxpayers won’t have 
to shell out as much.

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Exit interviews could 
help strengthen schools 


To the Editor: 

The purpose of an exit interview is to glean 
from departing employees information that 
could help strengthen an organization. 
They aren’t used to “find out’ for the 
public why people left and there’s certainly 
no expectation that the results of these 
individual interviews be made public any 
more than possibly as an aggregate report 
similar to student standardized testing 
results. They are used to identify issues 
within the system that can be improved 
upon so as to create a work environment 
that’s most effective in retaining the best 
and brightest employees. 

School is about teaching kids. It’s not 
about raising money. And those whose job 
it is to teach the kids are teachers. Attracting 
and then retaining the best teachers should 
be a top priority, and exit interviews would 
provide the district with a means by which 
to understand and address those things that 
make good teachers decide to leave the 
district. This shouldn’t be considered an 
extra expense. This should be an activity 
that is as common to expenditures as bus 
repairs or mopping hallways. 

This administration has proven 
themselves as a fiscally responsible 
group, but that should never come at the 
expense of teacher retention. The use of a 
third-party exit interview process wherein 
results are reported simultaneously to 
the superintendent’s office, the Board of 
Education and any other pertinent members 
of the administration would provide useful 
information on ways the district could 
improve and ultimately employ a teaching 
staff that is second to none and Van Buren 
Public Schools could then boast of attrition 
rates significantly lower than those of 
surrounding districts. Why anyone, 
especially the school board, would choose 
to ignore such an opportunity to improve 
our district is beyond me.

The Aug. 19 
sentencing before 
Judge Raymond Ewers 
had been converted to 
a status conference by 
the court. Mills, who is Terry Mills 
considered indigent, is being represented 
by court-appointed attorney Nicholas J. 
Hanek of Elyria, Ohio. 

Police in Lorain County said they 
followed a blood trail to Mills’ apartment 
after he stabbed Roy Lewis, Sr., 57, in the 
jugular at an apartment down the street. 
Police found Lewis lying on the grass in 
front of the apartment. 

Police applied a QuickClot Combat 
Gauze packet to Lewis’ wound (described 
as a slit, not gaping wound) to stop the 
bleeding as they waited for a medical crew. 
Lewis was taken by medical helicopter 
to the intensive care unit at MetroHealth 
Medical Center in Cleveland and was 
listed in stable condition. Police report 
Lewis was extremely drunk and bleeding 
profusely when they arrived. 

Lewis was treated at the hospital and later 
released. 

Police said there was blood on the door 
handle at Mills’ apartment when they 
arrived. They knocked and said Mills 
invited them in. They said the blood trail 
continued to Mills who wasn’t wearing 
pants. 

A knife believed to be the weapon used 
was found and Mills was arrested and 
charged with felonious assault. He was 


held in the Lorain County Jail on $10,000 
cash bond until his first hearing on Dec. 11 
and thereafter. In April he was released on 
personal bond and in May he changed his 
not-guilty plea to guilty. 

Lorain police officers Marcus Haring 
and Robert Gnagy were honored for quick 
thinking in using the QuickClot Combat 
Gauze packet Officer Haring bought online 
for $40 to add to his first-aid kit because he 
thought it might be used to save someone’s 
life. He had heard about it during his 
service in Iraq. He handed the coated gauze 
to Officer Gnagy, who applied it with 
pressure, which medical personnel said 
saved Lewis’ life.

The command pension does allow for an 
E-2, cost of living, and the employee’s 
contribution rate would be slightly higher 
than that of the patrol pension. Sergeants 
currently make 14.5% above a patrol officer 
and lieutenants make 9% above a sergeant. 
These percentage increases helped offset 
the negative ramifications between the two 
pensions. 

The MERS pension fund was established 
to facilitate and organize the investment of 
employees’ retirement funds contributed by 
the employer and employees. The pension 
fund is a common asset pool meant to 
generate stable growth over the long term, 
and provide pensions for employees when 
they reach the end of their working years 
and commence retirement. Retirees have 
a defined benefit based on the number of 
years they worked and their compensation 
at the end of their career. Employees with 
a large ending salary and lengthy service 
will receive a higher pension that generally 
continues until they die, regardless of how 
much was contributed during their working 
years. Perthe CBA the employer contributes 
12% and is capped at that rate. Employees 
in both the Patrol/Dispatch Unit and 
Command Unit are required to contribute a 
minimum of 5% however, are responsible 
for any additional percentage above that of 
17%. In 2005 the employees’ contribution 
rate for members of the Command Unit 
was 6.25% while the Patrol/Dispatch 
Unit was 5%. Each and every year the 
Command Units contribution percentage 
has increased. Employees in the Command 
Unit are currently contributing 12.26% 
while employees in the Patrol/Dispatch

Unit are contributing 5.85%. 

On Wednesday, July 8, 2015 the Patrol/ 
Dispatch Unit, Command Unit, and 
township officials met with representatives 
from MERS. During the course of this 
meeting MERS provided new actuaries 
which will take effect on January 1, 2016. 
The new actuary will require employees of 
the Command Unit to contribute 15.45% 
and employees of the Patrol/Dispatch Unit 
to contribute 6.96%. MERS representatives 
further indicated that contribution rates for 
both Command and Patrol/Dispatch Units 
will continue to increase for at least the 
next 5 to 6 years if not longer. 

During the meeting with MERS there 
were several factors identified as an impact 
on these actuaries. 

e Poor investment returns in 2007 & 
2008 

e Over the past several years the employer 
has reduced the number of employees in 
the Command Unit which has reduced the 
amount of contributions into MERS. 

e Since the inception of the Command 
Units pension, MERS has had an unfunded 
balance which was established by the 
originating © members/employees who 


are no longer contributing to the pension 
system. Those originating members are 
now separated from the township and 
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are collecting pensions, which are being 
funded by current members who were 
originally contributing to the MERS patrol 
pension. 

e Upon entering the MERS pension 
system Ernie Thornsbury, a Command Unit 
member, was not required to contribute 
100% of his Manulife retirement monies 
into MERS which every other employee 
in the Patrol/Dispatch & Command Units 
were required. Ernie Thornsbury instead 
gave 50% of his Manulife monies to his 


ex-wife as part of a divorce settlement. 
Ernie Thornsbury still received his past 
service credit however, this action greatly 
contributed to the underfunding of the 
MERS pension. 

Up until recently officers were able to 
overlook the fact that the Patrol/Dispatch 
Units pension was far superior to that of 
the Command Units. Officers continued 
to test and accept promotions with the 
department because, at the time, these

one year.” 

If the gap doesn’t close, there are three 
options from the state: remove the staff, 
remove the principal, and takeover by the 
state. Later he said that includes removing 
the school board. 

Van Tassel said for many years the district 
didn’t want to worry about the “Z Score” 
for the district. But, “for our district that 
gap is huge” and “our gap is wider than 
most.” 

“We’re behind the game and we have to 
catch up,” he said. 

“The bottom 30 are doing very, very 
poorly,” Van Tassel said. 

He said the options are to lower the top 
scores (“But I couldn’t sleep at night.”), 
move the bottom up, or do nothing and be 
labeled a Priority School and, “The state 
takes you over.” 

Van Tassel said they have to work as hard 
as they can, not lower the top students, and 
address the “Spotlight Children” in the 
middle and those at the bottom. 

Curriculum Director Jeff Moore told of 
a third-grade assessment the district did 
where students were asked to multiply 10 x 
10. The first class of 30 had 5% who could 
do it. The second class had 35% who could 
do it. The third class had 100% who could 
do it. 

“What do we do with that information?” 
Moore asked, answering that they are 
analyzing what the data tells them and 
making a plan. 

Van Tassel said when the fourth-grade 
teacher gets these kids, “What’s the 
principal going to do?” 

“We're talking about some serious 
issues,’ said board president Brent 
Mikulski, encouraging the board members 
to contact Van Tassel if they want more 
information and can’t wait four weeks for 
another meeting. 

“It’s up to us, every time we meet to 
discuss this,” Mikulski said. 

Van Tassel said teachers are coming out 
of college less prepared for the classroom 
and students have an attitude, “Prove to me 
I should listen to you.” 

He said they have to ensure to hire only 
the best and that they are committed to 
teaching here. He said if they don’t work 
out they need to terminate them before 
tenure and evaluate what good teachers 
look like. 
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Van Tassel said an administrator should 
be able to walk into a classroom and tell if 
good teaching is going on. 

“We need to have really strong teachers 
and helping struggling teachers is the 
fastest way to improve,” he said. 

The district has new teacher training and a 
new teacher academy throughout the year, 
he said. New to the district is classroom 
management training to support teachers 
having problems. 

Van Tassel said he believes morale is 
driven from the building and building 
principal. They will do a Culture Climate 
Survey in the middle of October to “see if 
our perceptions are spot-on.” If not, they 
will look at ways to address it, he said. 

More than two hours were spent with Van 
Tassel and Director of Curriculum Moore 
explaining what they were going to do to 
try to solve the Z problem. 

In other business at the Aug. 17 meeting, 
board: 

e Went into closed-door session at the 
beginning of the meeting “to consider 
material exempt from discussion or 
disclosure by state or federal statute”; 

e Heard Mikulski say he looked at the 
bylaws to see what the board can’t and 
shouldn’t do and determined that the 
public is just allowed to make comments 
and there would be later follow-up by Van 
Tassel or board members to the speaker. He 
said they have to make sure they follow the 
bylaws; 

e Approved the resignation of teacher 
Gunesha Fredericks of Edgemont after 15 
years of service as of Feb. 15, 2016; 

e Approved the hiring of two new teachers 
for McBride Middle School, Kelli Kubrak 
to teach English and Dawn McFarlin to 
teach Special Education, both as of Sept 1; 

e Approved the resignations of non- 
instructional staff members Heather Wolf 
of Haggerty, after nine years of service, as 
of Aug. 12 to attend school; and Jennifer 
Youmans of transportation after one year 
as of Aug. 10; 

e Approved the total cost of $271,540 
out of sinking funds and awarded the 
construction contract to Best Asphalt 
in the amount of $208,000 as part of the 
overall Rawsonville Elementary Civil and 
Parking Lot Project. Davenport Brothers

DDA selects WH Canon 
to do Ecorse/Belleville 
roads landscaping

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority went out for bids 
a second time for the landscaping at the 
corner of Ecorse and Belleville roads and 
unanimously selected WH Canon for the 
job. 

The unanimous selection was made at the 
DDA’s July 28 meeting. 

The original bid had some confusion so 
DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said the DDA decide to reject the two bids 
it had and rebid. 

“It’s the fair thing to do,” Ireland said, 
noting she didn’t want any criticism of the 
DDA over the process. 

The first bids were opened June 22 and 
Cadillac Asphalt bid $267,644.29 and WH 
Canon, Inc. bid $266,000. The DDA’s 
pre-bid cost estimate had been $315,687, 
including the county’s permit fee. 

It was recommended to accept the low 
bidder, but then some questions arose and 
the decision was made to rebid. 

At the second bid opening on July 16, the 
bid was $270,985.17 by Cadillac Asphalt 
($270,850.15 based on Unit Prices) and 
$290,819 by WH Canon, Inc. 

In making the recommendation to select 
the higher bid by Canon, James Allen, 
Director of Design at McKenna Associates, 
noted that Cadillac Asphalt is an asphalt 
paving company and Canon is a landscape 
design, construction, and maintenance 
firm. 

The DDA’s bid request asked each bidder 
for three references and examples of five 
similar projects completed within the past 
ten years. 

Cadillac Asphalt provided two references, 
both for their subcontractor, Randy Brown 
Landscape. Both projects are single- 
family-residential landscape projects with 
satisfied clients. 

WH Canon provided the requested three 
references. All three references are from 
clients for whom WH Canon completed 
streetscapes within public right-of-way. 
Allen spoke with two of the three references 
and both references were satisfied with the 
work. 

As to the request for five similar projects 
within the last 10 years, Cadillac Asphalt 
listed five previous similar projects, of 
which four were lawn planting incidental 
to a road construction project. 

Allen said McKenna does not consider 
these four projects sufficiently comparable 
in complexity or size to the proposed 
Ecorse Road project because none of the 
four included streetscape details, trees or 
shrub plantings. 

Also, Cadillac’s landscape projects were 
performed by other subcontractors who are 
not associated with the proposal for the 
Ecorse Road project. One previous similar 
project, the Belleville Road streetscape, 
was performed by Brown with Cadillac 
Asphalt. 
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WH Canon’s previous projects are 
each road median and streetscape related 
projects, several performed for MDOT. 
The University Cultural Center project 
included boulevard tree plantings. Other 
than irrigation and electrical, all work 
was performed by WH Canon and not a 
subcontractor. 

Allen said speaking with each bidder’s 
references and the listed contact people for 
past similar projects revealed that in general 
both firms provide excellent services and 
high quality work. 

“The one exception was the reference 
for the Cadillac Asphalt’s Van Buren DDA 
Belleville Road streetscape project, which 
was awarded to them by the Van Buren 
DDA in 2001,” Allen wrote in a memo to 
Ireland and the DDA. 

“That project took 2-3 years to complete 
and there were multiple quality problems 
with plants and materials during the 
process,” Allen stated. (Another document 
stated there were many trees Brown had to 
replace.) 

“While Cadillac Asphalt and Randy 
Brown have performed most past projects 
well, the majority of the work examples they 
reported are not sufficiently comparable in 
size and complexity to the Ecorse Road 
streetscape project, and the comparable 
Belleville Road streetscape project did not 
get a good review,” Allen wrote. 

Allen said while Canon is the higher 
bidder of the two, it is the most qualified 
firm for this project’s size and scope. He 
added the bid requests clearly state the 
DDA does not have to select the lowest 
bid, but rather that the DDA may select the 
most qualified bidder. 

Allen recommended, and the board 
approved, the addition ofa 10% contingency 
of up to $29,081 for a total project of 
$319,900. The contingency fee, if needed, 
would be administered by Ireland. 

The DDA voted to expend and allocate 
$319,900 of the 2012 bond proceeds to the 
Ecorse Landscape Project. 

After the vote was taken on the project, 
Brown called out from the audience, “How 
do you spend $20,000 more than the next 
bidder? It’s stupid.” 

DDA chairman Craig Atchinson told 
Brown he had his opportunity to speak. 
Atchinson had asked before the vote if 
there were any comments from the DDA or 
the audience and nobody spoke. 

“That’s digusting!” Brown said angrily as 
he left the meeting. 

Brown’s partner from Cadillac Asphalt 
asked Brown out in the hallway, “Why 
didn’t you say something?” 

In other business at the July 28 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Approved going out for bids to demolish 
the home at 10101 Belleville Road. This 
is the property the DDA bought that lies 
directly on Belleville Road, not the Grandpa 
Harris property to the rear. The building 
is too close to another structure to have a 
practice burn by the fire department, but 
they may have explosion practices behind 
the house, said DDA vice chairperson 
Carol Bird, who owns the business right 
next door.

short falls and disparity in pensions could 
be over shadowed by the wage increases 
once promoted as a command officer. It 
wasn’t until recently that cost has grown to 
the point where it has become cumbersome 
and over-burdensome to the employee/ 
command officer. We want to get back to 
reasonable retirement contribution rates. 
Pension and health-care costs have been 
consuming a greater and greater portion of 
the employee/command officers’ wages. 
The Command Units CBA expired on 
December 31,2013. The bargaining unit has 
attempted to negotiate provisions that would 
help reduce the high percentages that they 
are currently paying. The township, being 
capped at 12%, has refused to entertain 
and/or negotiate any provisions that would 
offer relief to Command Unit members. 
Township employees agreed to allow the 
employer to institute AMERIPLAN which 
reduced health care costs for the township. 
Command officers also received no wage 
increases for the CBA period of 2010 to 
2014 yet the township refuses to entertain 
and/or assist with the increasing pension 
costs which are solely the burden of the 
employee/command officer. 

Because of the financial burden and 
hardship imposed on each and every 
command officer, it is with great regret 
that we are requesting to be voluntarily 
demoted and transferred back into the 
Patrol Unit. I have spoken with each and 
every command officer and we understand 
that per the Patrol/Dispatch Units CBA we 
will be required to pay the Command Units 
percentage rate for 2 years. This decision 
was not easy however; the disparity in 
“take home wages” compared to that of a 
patrol officer has made it intolerable. We 
have families to provide for and beginning 
in 2016 and beyond, patrol officers will 
“take home” equal and/or more monies 
than that of the majority of the Command 
Unit members. It is also clear that within 
the next several years patrol officers will, 
more than likely, take home more money 
than any command officer. The added 
responsibility, stress, liability, reduced 
overtime potential, limitation on specialty 
assignments and ability to work desired 
shifts based on seniority are no longer worth 
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the sacrifices we were once committed 
to. The township’s unwillingness to help 
resolve and/or provide some relief to the 
situation has solely contributed to this 
request. 

Simply speaking, the township’s lack 
of concern and unwillingness to assist 
their command officers has caused a 
dramatic decline in our morale. WE NO 
LONGER WISH TO BE A PART OF 
THE COMMAND UNIT UNDER THESE 
CIRCUMSTANCES.
